Wan Lowered To Ground By Fellow 
Employee. Was Working On Trans­ 
former.

Edward Walton, of Mechancisburg, 
an employe of the Cumberland Valley 
Light and Power Company, was in­ 
stantly killed a few 
minutes 
after 
! twelve o’clock this afternoon, when 13, 
OOO volts of electricity passed through 
his body as he was working about a 
transformer on a pole in York Springs. 
He was 30 years old and leaves a wife 
and one child, it is reported. 
Walton was one of a group of em­ 
ployes 
of the 
Cumberland 
Valley 
(Light Company who have been engag- 
jed in erecting and maintaining the 
j power line of that company from Le­ 
moyne to various towns 
in 
Adams 
county. 
He had been working on the trans­ 
former for several minutes, it is said, 
when suddenly he was thrown back 
upon the wires in an apparently life­ 
less position. 


Roy Altland, of Lewisberry, super­ 
intendent of the construction gang, 
was notified by Joseph Jacobs who was 
watching Walton working about the 
transformer, and who saw him thrown 
back from the highly-charged contri­ 
vance. 
Altland immediately climbed 
the pole. 
At a glance he took in the 
situation and ordered bystanders to 
procure a block and tackle for the 
purpose of lowering the body. 
The body of Walton was brought to 
the ground and a physician summoned, 
who pronounced the man dead. Death 
had been instantaneous, it is believed. 
County Coroner C. G. Crist, of Gettys­ 
burg, was called and viewed the body 
this afternoon.

spot where he came in contact with 
one of the highly charged wires lo­ 
cated in the transformer. 
Walton, had been an employe of the 
Cumberland Valley Light and Power 
Company for several years and was 
considered a careful worker. 


(By Associated Press) 
New York, Nov. 9.—Continued Re­ 
publican control of Congress, but with 
a Senate majority cut in two, and a 
House majority of 160 slashed to a 
scant handful, appeared today as the 
net result of last Tuesday’s Congres­ 
sional election with returns almost 
complete. Tight races in the few un­ 
decided districts not affecting tho gen­ 
eral result and delays in counting, 
however, threatened to postpone the 
final figures until tomorrow. 
The general picture of Tuesday’s 
storm of ballots was virtually finished 
early this morning when belated re­ 
turns from Montana sent the Repub­ 
licans over the top in the House con­ 
test. 
Election of R. Scott Leavitt, 
Republican in Montana, gave the Re­ 
publicans the 21ft votes necessary to 
control the next House, but even these 
Republican tidings were coupled with 
news of defeat of Representative Mc­ 
Cormick, Republican, Montana. 
Belated returns did not add to the 
50 per cent cut in the Senate's Repub­ 
lican majority, sustained in the earlier 
tallies. They brought word, however, 
of the decisive re-election of Senator 
King, Democrat, Utah; Senator Jones, 
Democrat, New Mexico, and of an­ 
other Democratic victory in Montana 
where Burton K. Wheeler was elected 
to succeed Senator Myers, Democrat. 
Late returns also brought news of 
the defeat of another Republican vet­ 
eran of the House, Representative 
Halvor 
Steenerson, 
of 
Minnesota, 
chairman of the postoffice committee, 
by the Farmer-Laborite Knud Wefald. 
This gave the Farmer-Labor party 
representation in both branches of 
Congress for the first time, Dr. Hen­ 
rik Shipstead, Farmer-Laborite, hav­ 
ing defeated Senator Kellogg in Min­ 
nesota. 
In the few remaining contests the 
fight was so close that talk of con­ 
tests, recounts, and official counts was 
rife. 
Most notable perhaps was a 
statement from Colonel William A. 
Gaston that he would demand a re­ 
count in his race against Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, Republican 
leader, despite the latter’s increased 
lead through correction of a 'tally er­ 
ror* from 1,946 to 5,425. Colonel Gas­ 
ton’s campaigning managers today an­ 
nounced they were preparing petiftinna 
for a recount. 
Senator DuPont, of Delaware. Re­ 
publican, defeated on the face of re­ 
turns by Thomas F. Byard, refused to 
con cede defeat and his managers an­ 
nounced that an official recount would 
he fought. 
Senator Poindexter, of 
Washington, was also asking a re­ 
can va ss. 
lutist returns showed the adoption 
of the proposed amendment in Ore­ 
gon requiring children in primary 
grades to attend the public schools. 
This bill wa* sponsored by the Ku 
I Klux Kian and assailed by those who 
J said it would destroy private schools.
